Prices Decline to Nearly Low 
Point of the Year, 


The Unsettled Oondition of Affairs 
in Russia Was the Prime Cause 
for Decline—Ctsing Prices 
Steady at 8 Points 
Net Lower. 


New York, July 23.—The cotton mar- 
ket Was nervous and unsettled today, 
with prices selling off to nearly the low 
point of July 3. The close was little up 
from the lowest and steady, but final 
Prices showed a net loss of 8 points. 

Sales for the day were estimated at 
50,000 bales. The market opened barely 
at a decline of 4 to 5 points in response 
to lower cables. At first the wet weath- 
er reported over Sunday checked genera! 
selling and prices ruled around the ini- 
tial figures. But there was scattering 
Nquwidation as wel] as considerable press- 
ure from local bears and prices working 
gradugliiy lower, caught stop loss orders, 
around midday until which the market 
broke sharply to 10.17 for October and 
10.25 for December or about 15 points 
met lower on these positions. The g¢in- 
@ettled condition of affairs in Russit 
and fears of further depression in Eu- 
Topean financial markets was the prime 
cause of the decline in the local market. 
And cables from Liverpool attributed 
the weakness there to the same influ- 
ence. At the decline here there was 
enough covering to rally the market to- 
ward the close, but there was compara- 
tively little evidence of gall support in 
@epite of the forecasts calling for more 
rain in the belt tonight or tomorrow. 
Bouthern spot markets were unchanged 
to %c lower.
